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PITCHFORK FAILS 
BEFORE BIG STICK 


Raymond Says Tillman’s Re- 
ply to Roosevelt Arouses 
Pity on the Part of 
His Colleagues. 


ABUSE HIS ONLY DEFENSE 


Senator Does Not Attempt to 
Deny the Charges Which 
He Brought Upon 
Own Head. 


BY RAYMOND. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—[{Special.]— 
Senator Tillman’s reply to the charges made 
against him regarding his interest in Oregon 
lands, his use of his position to further his 
private interests, and his apparent decep- 
tion of the senate in regard to the facts last 
winter was so painfully inadequate that his 
friends in the senate and the large crowd in 
the galleries, which had fought for places to 
bear him, were filled with pitiful amazement. 

It seems to have grown to be a habit in 
congress to answer one charge by making 
another. President Roosevelt positively de- 


clared that Mr. Tawney of Minnesota had’ 


willfully misrepresented to his colleagues 
and to the country, through the Congres- 
sionel Recerd, the contents of a letter of 
protest from Secretary Corteljyou which he 
had in his pocket at the time he made his 
speech. 

The only real reply to this charge was a 
resolution providing for the appointment of 
@ special committee to investigate the secret 
service. 


Replies with Bitter Charge. 

President Roosevelt submitted to Senator 
Hale, in response to the resolution of in- 
quiry voted for by Mr. Tillman himeelf, of- 
ficial reports from the postoffice inspectors 
showihg that Senator Tillman had written 
to real estate agents in Wausau, had re- 
quested them to reserve certain sections of 
@ebatable public land for him, had prom- 
ised, to pay the necessary fees when the bill 
was presented, had introduced and had 
passed in the senate a resolution directing 
the attorney general to prosecute suits for 
the land in question in which the senator 
was interested, and finally from his seat In 
the senate had declared he never had 
bought any such land or “ undertaken” to 
buy any. . 

The retort of Mr. Tillman is that some 
papers from these same real estate men 
were stolen from his desk by the secret 
eervice agents, whereas the case was en- 
tirely outside the secret service bureau and 
its agents never had anything to do with it. 
| Seldom has there been such a rush on 
the senate galleries as occurred today, be- 
cause it had been so widely advertised that 
the pitchfork senato® from South Caroline 
wae to reply te the charges made against 
him, backed up as they were by photographie 
copies of the letters, which were not even 
typewritten, buf@®were in the undisguised 
Kandwriting of the senator himself. 


Crowd Amazed by Mildness. 

Every seat In every gallery was packed to 
the limit allowed by the sergeant at arms 
and a great crowd surged about the corri- 
Gores eager to catch a single word of the 
vitriolic answer which they expected. 

To say that the galleries and senators them- 
selves were amazed at the mildness of the 
retort scarcely expresses the situation. Be- 
fore the speech was delivered some Demo- 
cratic senators had prepared a resolution, 
which they had expected Senator Hale or 
some other Republican to introduce ahd have 
passed immediately, expressing confidence 
in the purity of motives of Senator Tillman in 
the whole transaction. 

Mr. Tillman had carefully written out his 
speech in advance, which is something he does 
not usually do. After it was delivered the 
senators concluded they could not undertake 
anything in his defense when he hed failed 
80 completely to make good in his own be- 
half. He could not deny the authenticity of 
the letters and his whole plea was that his 
worst offense was “ disifigenuousness,”’ a 
thing which, coming from Til!man himself, 
amounts to a confesson of a serious offense 
because his political stock in trade from the 
beginning of his public career has been that 
of rugged honesty and contempt for quibbles. 


Colleagues Feel Only Pity. 

So completely has been the downfal of the 
South Carolina senator in the estimation 
of his associates that there ie a feeling of 
éownright pity for him, because, in spite of 
the bad showing made by the documents eub- 
mitted, the amount at stake was so small 
as to show that he had been merely misled 
, into doing what he saw other people doing 
without criticism, forgetful for the time be- 
ing that he was using his position as a sen- 
ator of the United States to further his per- 
sonal and private interests. 

It also was shown that after having urged 
the attorney general to act he had denounced 
as swindiers the men with whom he had 
been in constant correspondence up to within 
four days of his speech in the senate. 

The resolution he offered for the benefit of 
these same persons was subsequently passed, 
&s the South Carolina senator himself ce- 
Clared today, as a result of his own effort, al- 
though he wae at that time absent from the 

_#enate on account of illness. 


Attack His One Defense. 

What shocked the senate and galleries was 
that Senator Tillman, instead of devoting 
himself to straightforward defense against 
an ugly chars,2, consumed most of his time in 
@n attack upon the president and in an at- 
tempt to show that a senator of the United 
Btates had been made «a victim of the “ presi- 
Gent's sleuths, set to do the dirty work of 
Spying on a senator!” 

The facts in the case, as they clearly appear 
fn official record, show that the only investi- 
Sation was that set on foot by the senator 
himself by his personal application to the 
postoffice department and was conducted ex- 
Clusively by the postoffice inspectors and de- 
veloped absolutely nothing-in the case what- 
Soever, except the certified copies of Mr. 
Tillman's letters and his statement made to 
the senate last February. 

Those who listened to the senator’s speech 
found that almost all of it was devoted to 
abuse «céZ the president, whose part in the 
transaction was only to submit papers to the 
senate, where they properly bel@énged. The 
allegation that important papers had been 
stolen from the senator's desk was received 
with contempt, because the case was of that 
kind which could not be well settled by any 
documentary evidence unless it were of an 
official character.

TO IGNORE SENATE 


‘He Will Accept ‘heiiesiaiats 
Petition for Recount, Even 
if Upper House Does 
Not Act.

IT MAY PROVE- HARMLESS 


Outlook, However, Threatens to 
Put Gloom Over the Repub- 
lican Caucus, to Take 
Place Today.

Springfield, I1., Jan. 11.—[{Special.]—When 
the Illinois’ house of representatives meets 
tomorrow the Democratic, petition for a re- 
count of the governorsip ballots is likely to 
be presented. To make it possible for such 
action to be taken Speaker Shurtleff and the 
alarming house will have to break the pres- 
ent deadlock by assuming that the lower 
body by itself may announce the results of 
the election. 

It has been Mr. Shurtleff’s plan to ignore 
the senate, which haa refused twice to con- 
sider a resolution for a joint session. He 
may come to the conclusion that such a pro- 
cedure is not saftctioned by the constitution, 
but the interpretation now placed on that 
bulwark of & free people by the speaker and 
the alarming house runs to the effect thet 
the canvass of the vote may be undertaken 
even in the absence of a majority of the 
senate. 


Defi by the Governor. ; 

Gov. Deneen and his friende were advised 
tonight that it is the intention of Mr. Shurt- 
leff to canvass the returns and of Roger C. 
Sullivan to start the contest, having dug 
themselves a trench in the constitutional law 
of the state. 

It was announced that Mr. Shurtleff and 


Mr. Sullivan could stand on their heads if it 


pleased them to doso. The constitutionality 
of such an act as that proposed by the speak- 
er and the Democrats was questioned from 
the ground up, and it was said quo warranto 
eedings would be instituted if any of the 
wly elected state officials took office as the 
result of any such canvass as that in contem-' 
plation. 
* The right of the officials inaugurated after 
such a canvass to hold office will be chal- 
lenged and if the courts should uphold the 
interpretation placed on the constitution by 
the governor's advisers the officials would 
return again to the curbstone which they now 
hold dowh waiting for their installation. 


Petition Reaches the Capital. 
The Democratic petition for a recount was 
to Springfleld ate mi@night by“Mr. 


brought 
Sullivan, State Chairman Boeschenstein and 


members of the Democratic state central 
committee. 

At Bloomington, on the way down, Adlai 
Stevenson met the Democratic delegation and 
put his signature to the document in dupli- 
cate. Attorneys Ross C. Hall of Chicago, 
Louls Fitzhenry of Bloomington, and Hair- 
grove of Jacksonville have been selected to 
represent the Democratic candidate for gov- 
ernor against Mr. Deneen. The Democrats 
say they are not positive the canvass will be 
undertaken tomorrow and consequently are 
not positive that their petition for a recount 
will be received in the assembly in the morn- 
ing. 

They are to have a conference with Speaker 
Shurtleff and members of his organization 
before the house gets into action and a meet- 
ing of the Democratic committeemen has 
been called for 8 o'clock in the morning. 


Ask. Recount in All Counties. 

The petition charges the voting of unnat- 
uralized persons inthe counties of Cook, Will, 
and Sangamon and frauds in ali the border 
counties along the Ohio and the Mississippi. 
A recount is asked in the 102 counties of the 
state, it being alleged that frauds tainted the 
election in all districts of the state. 

Some of the Democrats take the contest 
with the utmost seriousness and all of,the 
party leaders are meking a soulful effort to be 
serious. 

Speaker Shurtleff will arrive on a morning 
train and then it will be decided whether the 
plan of canvassing the returne without the 
presence of a majority of the senate in the 
joint session will be finally determined. d 

Several extra hopeful and extra soulful 
Democratic contesters’’ are willing to an- 
nounce that if the senate continues in its re- 
fusal to enter the joint session a. writ of 
mandamus will be issued within a half hour 
by the Sangamon county Distric{ court. This 
announcement is classified by other Demo- 
cratic persons ag being ‘‘ bum dope." 


William Lorimer Is There. 

Congressman William Lorimer made his 
appearance along with Mr. Sullivan, but he 
explained he was not interested in the pol- 
itics of the situation, being concerned merely 
with the deep waterway. He said q good 
many people in Illinois might not believe him, 
but that his presence was due merely to the 
fact it had been reported that a caucus onal! 
legislation was pending, and to hisconviction 
that the deep waterway should not be in- 
volved in a party agreement. 

If the Shurtleff organization decides to 
go through with its present program it will be 
because it has made up its mind the senate, in 
case the upper branch still refuses to enter 
a joint session, can be ignored. 

In the provisions of the constituflon relat- 
ing to the canvass of the vote there arg two 
“ shalis."” One is mandatory on the speaker 
to open the returns from the state election 
and publish them The other is mandatory 
‘on the majority of the senate to be present 
in the hall of representatives on this occasion 


Shurtleff to Do His Duty. 

Mr. Shurtleff’s purpose is to perform his 
duty. The senate may do as it likes about 
performing its duty. Mr. Shurtleff le de 
termined to “open and publish’”’ the result 
of the state election. Immediately, there. 
fore, the petition for a recount of the ballots 
in the governorship election may be enter- 
tained. 

On the question of canvassing the vote, the 
constitution says: 

“The returns of every election for the 
above named officers (state officials) shall 
be sealed up ang transmitted by the return- 
ing officers to the secretary of state, directed 
to the speaker of the heuse of representa- 
tives, who shall, immediately after the or- 
ganization of the house and before proceed+ 


ing to the transaction of any other husiness, 


open and publish the same in the presence of 
a majority of each house of the general as-

Questions Spirit Manifested. by 
"District marsiariciasicsie ) 
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DR. CADY EXPLATIG ACTION. 


Says He Regarded Mr. Westwood as 
Unfit for Methodist Pulpit. 


The action of the« Rev. Martin BE. Cady, 
presiding elder of the Chicago northern dis- 
trict of the Rock river conference, fn remov- 
ing the Rev. Horace Westwood from the pas- 
torate of Edison Park Methodist Episcopal 
church, brought a hot answer in an inter- 
view last night from the deposed pastor. 

Mr. Westwood had announced his inten- 
tion of geing to a theological school at Mead- 
ville, Pa., said to be a Unitarian institution, 
and the Rev» Mr. Cady wrote to the Edison 
Park pastor inquiring into his beliefs and 
before any reply was made dismissed him 
from his charge. 

*“ According to Dr. Cady’s views, a man 
gding the way of Unitarianism is hopelessly 
lost,” said Mr. Westwood. “ And since the 
mission of Jesus was to seek and to save 
the lost, Dr. Cady, thinking I was going in 
that direction, professing to be interested in 
thie salvation of those who are lost, cer- 
tainly should. have tried to seek and save 
me, for thus he would have manifested the 
spirit of the Master. 


Scholarship Offer Accepted. 

“TI know the Meadville school has a Uni- 
tarian head, but I firmly beleve {ft {fg 
run along independent lines. I wanted 
to make some original research, and, having 
been offered a scholarship, I told Dr. Cady 
in a letter of my intention to leave my charge 
on Jan. 24. 

“His letter in reply was a biting one. 
Among other things he said, ‘One who can 
throw off the obligations.such as you have 
assumed for such. reasons as you give must 
be wanting in a sense of high moral obliga- 
tions.’ . | 

“I felt so humiliated I hardly knew what 
to do, Then a few days later came my dis- 
miseal, I feel that Dr. Cady wanted to 
humiliate me in the dismissal by cutting off 
the salary I would have recetved up to 
Jan. 24." + 


Dr. Cady Defends His Stand. 

Dr. Cady defends his stand on the ground 
that he is positive the ‘Meadville schoo) is a 
Unitarian inetitution and therefore felt that 
no Methodist student should go there. 

“I admit having said at a meeting of the 
church board of the Edison Park church on 
Jan. 2 that I did not believe Mr. Westwood 
to be fit to retain that charge in view of state- 
mente which had been made to me concern- 
ing his belief. I do not care to Violate the 
confidences which have been intrusted to me 
in saying where I obtained these statements. 

“The report that I accused Mr, Westwood 
of heresy is without foundation. I made no 
such charge. I consider the Edison Park 
pastorate one of the best which is at my dis- 
posa? to aid young ministers pursuing theo- 
logical studies. It is entirely within my 
power, as a superintendent of the Rock river 
conference, to remove any of the appointees 
of this kind, so I dismisged Mr. Westwood 
in the same way that a superintendent of an 
industria! plant would discharge an employé. 

“Jt ie my belief that the pillars of the Edi- 
gon Park church will stand by my decision 
~and not secede and nite with any other con- 
gregation.” 

Seeks a Broader Platform. 

A sidelight is thrown on the beliefs of Mr. 
Westwood in a letter which he says he sent 
to President Southworth of the Meadville 
school. In the letter he said: : 

“I do not come to Meadville as an avowed 
Unitarian—that ia, in the sectarian sense 


of the term. . come as a student seeking 
a broader platform of Christian truth and 
experience—a platform which is free from 
superstition and bigotry, which seeks to lead 
men not to the acceptance of 4 creed ora 
system of Byapontsy* g a Bape: oa and a 


od soietoven 
fililment of his teachings. 
“Tt ao not deny the trinity, neither do I 
affirm it—and the same is true with regard 
to the question of the virgin birth and the 
resurrection. 


In Doubt About Trinity. 

“To me at the present time the belief that 
there is no trinity in the godhead—and that 
Christ was man and not God—is the most ra- 
tional way of dealing with this great ques- 
tion. But on the other hand, I feel that with 
my limited education—and with the scant 
opportunity I have had for scientific research 
into the matter—it would be wrong for me to 
positively assert or deny with regard to these 
great questions. 

“The scholarship which you offer will give 
me the opportunity I so much need, the op- 
portunity of quiet thought, and of contact 
with broad cultured minds who have passed 
through similar experiences, and who are in 
a position to guide one who Is struggling for 
more light.” 

May Join Unitarians. 

“If my contact with the teaching in your 
school leads me to conclide that the Unita- 
rian position is the most reasonable and sci- 
entific, and that it possesses the elements 
which will reach the masses that the ortho- 
dox. churches are failing to reach, then, of 
course, I shall definitely affiliate myself with 
the Unitarian fellowship, and feel it ‘my 
duty to give my life through its channels to 
the cause of Christ and humanity.”’ 

The movement to launch a People’s church 
at. Edison Park by some of the former 
charges of the Rev. M. Westwood and per- 
sons not affiliated with other churches, which 
wae begun Sunday night, is expected to 
progress during the week, 

Mr. Westwood said he might preach to 
those in the movement each Sunday until 
Jan. 23, but that it does not signify he has 
left the Methodist church.

HIT HALF A DOZEN CITIES, 


Alaskan Cable Broken by Disturbance 
Which Shakes Roofs and Burets Wa- 
ter Mains in Washington. 


Seattle, Wash., Jan. 
severe earthquake shock, lasting in some 
places more than a minute, was felt in over 
half a dozen cities in Washington this after- 
noon. 

The signa) officers report the parting of 
the Alaskan cable, and it is supposed a dis- 
turbance in the bottom of the ocean broke it. 

Soon after the quake, it is reported from 

Bellingham, smoke was seen arising from 
Mount Baker, a volcano long dormant. 
' The radius of the disturbance was at least 
fifty miles. Among the other cities which 
reported temblors were Port Townsend, 
Vancouver, Victoria, Sumas, Tacoma, and 
Everett. At Port Townsend the temblor took 
the form of a vibratory convulsion, swaying 
buikiings and breaking many windows and 
fragile roofs. In many places where water 
pipes had beer frozen the earthquake broke 
the mainsend flooded the houses. Fora time 
it was feared the city’s entire water supply 
would be shut off so great was the damage 
being done. 

Officers at Fort Worden state the investi- 
gation so far made shows no apparent dam- 
age to the fortifications, although both Fort 
Worden and Fort Flagler wege badly shaken. 

A distinct shock was felt in Vancouver. A 
telegram frem Victoria says that buildings 
were shaken there to a noticeable degree. 
The shock in the latter place lasted only ten 
to twenty seconds. No damage is said to 


have been done. 
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‘PSYCHIC REST ROOM LATEST 


One Is to Be Opened in Connec- 
| tion with Immanuel Chueh.

Expects to Make Lite Brighter for Men 
and Women Who Worry. 


A psychic rest room, where one’s worries 
and mental ills are to be banished by that 
subtle power which everybody is supposed to 
contain within oneself, is to become a fact in 
Chicago. This rest room—the first of its kind 
—ig to be maintained in connection with the 
classes in Christian psychology which meet 
at Immanuel’ Baptist church. 

It was at last evening’s session of the class, 
the first to be held at this church, that the 
Rev. Dr. Johnston Myers announced that 
the rest room would be established in the 
near future. While declaring that it was not 
expected to become a panacea for all ills, he 
said it would be maintained by the same 
theory that had permitted him to keep in 
such physical condition that he could remain 
in his pulpit until the present. 

Just where the room would be Dr. Myers 
did not know. It has been suggested, how- 
ever, that the room be opened in the business 
district, in order that tire prorkers in the 
loop, as well as shoppers, may seize upon a 
leisure moment in the day and banish all 
worries and troubles for a brief period. © 


Benefits Health by Resting. 

“T have insisted on taking an hour of this 
sort—two, if possible—at ail times, myself, 
and I ctedit my present good health as much 
to this practice as anything else,”’ said Dr. 
Myers. ‘‘I shut myself in a room, close the 
doors, and forget that there is sucha thing as 
an outside world. I tell everybody about the 
house that I am not to be seen by anybody. 

“The result is surprising to anybody who 
knows nothing about this practice. I arouse 
myself at the end of the hour feeling re- 
freshed and ready to take up my work again. 
It isn’t that I have been asleep, but that. I 
have learned to relax myself in such a man- 
ner that I can forget to worry about any- 
thing. 

“TY read of a similar practice by District 
Attorney Jerome of New York City and be- 
lieve it probably has been just as beneficial 
to that indefatigable worker. At his busiest 
times it is said of him that he wilt retreat into 
his office, lock the door and refuse to see vis- 
itors, no matter how important the mission. 
If the visitor places his ear to the keyhole, 
however, it is probable that he will hear deep, 


| jong breathing, telling of the prosecutor's 


restful condition.” 

The class in Christiam psychology was or- 
ganized a week ago by Bishop Samuel Fal- 
lows. Dr. Myers, in his address to the class, 
spoke in praise of practically every known 


curative power. 


New Use for Psychology. 

“ There is much good in patent medicine, of 
some kinds; drug stores have their place; 
physicians are doing werlds of good for the 
sick,’”’ sald Dr. Myers. “ What we are going 
to endeavor to do, however, {is to fill a place 
which none of these things fill. 

*“ We want to put our knowledge of psychol- 
ogy to work where it will do the most good. 
Psychology has been used before, but it has 
been used, generally, in a blundering man- 
ner. Now we hope to study how it can be 
used best. and I believe we can accomplish 
wonders by its proper use.

Last Days Filled with Remorse. 
The last days of Carmichael's life were 
Giled with dread and remorse.

Carmichael, it is now established, was the 
Wednesday morning at the 
Tunnel station at Port Huron, Mich., by 
Ticket Agent John Land. “He was observed 
to be extremely” nervous and anxiously 
awaited a Chicago train to take him away 
from the neighborhood of his crime. In Chi- 
cago his movements are unknown. He 
chagi here his torn and bloody clothes 
“4 Went on to Quincy, Iil., and from there 
te Carth where he arrived Friday even- 
Re on the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 


tall stranger with the reddish brown 
hair Was noticed at once on the streets of 
Carthage. He sought a boarding house and 
found one at Mrs. Hughes’ establishment. 
He had no baggage with him and gave the 
mame of John Elder. There is a pecullar 
significance in this, as in the Methodist cir- 
cuit in Michigan where he was known s0 
well he was called “The Elder” by his 
flock. 


Poses as Cabinet Maker. 

The stranger talked little, but to those who 
wanted to know his bus™ess he said that he 
was acabinet maker. Saturday morning he 
telegraphed to Burlington for his valise and 
it wassentoverthatday. He roamed around 
town all day Saturday and told his fellow 
boarders in the evening of visiting the poul- 
try show that was being held in the public 
square. 

“Mr. Elder’ did not appear disposed to 
talk, and his lack of appetite excited th 
wonder of Mrs. Hughes. He ate almost noth- 
ing. Saturday morning he’ asked his land- 
lady for some wrapping paper, saying he 
wanted to send something away. 

On Sunday the new boarder slept most of 
the time and refused to eat, saying his fast 
was not over. He led Mrs. Hughes to think 
he was a Roman Catholic. During ithe after- 
noon of that day he went out for a short 
walk. 

Yesterday morning the.kind hearted land- 
lady placed an elaborate breakfast before 


' him, thinking he would be hungry after his 


long fast, but he ate littie and acted 


strangely. 

Found Mortally Wounded in Shed. 

After breakfast he packed his belongings 
a)l in his valise, and, leaving his room in per- 
fect order, went to the landlady and paid his 
bill. He told Mrs. Hughes his scheme of 
starting a wood factory of some kind in 
Carthage had been a failure and that he was 

‘going to Bowen. a town twelve miles away. 
At 7:40 o'clock he went outside, after ginding 
out that-his train left at 9 o'clock. 

Mrs. Hughes heard nothing more of him 
until 9 o'clock, when she went outdoors 
to feed the chickens. She heard a scrambling 
kind of noise and ran to call her nearest 
neighbor, J. W. Shepherd. As Shepherd was 
not at home she called a mail carrier, An- 
drew Lowry, who was passing. The carrier 
went into a shed and saw the stranger lying 
on the floor, blood flowing from a cut in his 
throat and.a dripping penknife in his hand. 

Neighbors and physicians were called. It 
was found that the cut was not so bad as was 
supposed, but the man had been lying so long 
fn the cold and had lost so much blood that 
it was seen he could not live. Two letters 
were found. one addressed to Mrs. Carmich- 
sel in Rattle Run, Mich., and the other to 
the sheriff at Port Huron. It was then that 
it was learned the stranger was the fugitive 
murderer. 

Dies While Still in Stupor. 

Every effort was made to revive Car- 
michael. but he never recovered from the 
stupor in which he was found. He died at 
1 o'clock. 

Dr. J. A. Barr, the coroner, was summoned 
from Fort Green and a jury was gathered. 
The pastor of the Methodist Episcopal 
church of Carthage, the Rev. Mr. Newland, 
Was one of the jurors. 

Sheriff Carl Rertschi Was given the suit 
case and the two letters. The sheriff wired 
to Sheriff!’ Waggensei!l at Port Huron, who 
replied that he would be in Carthage today

Aiznos Gideon Browning, ' 
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would have known anything of mesmerism 
or hypnotism. I never spoke of Mr. Brown- 
ing to my husband and my husband never 
spoke of himtome. I never more than greet- 
ed Mr. Browning and never was in his house. 

‘Until this came out I did not know that 
my husband and Mr. Browning were close 
friends. I cannot understand it unless my 
husband wanted to help the man make a suc- 
cess in life. He naturally took an interest im 
everybody like that. 

**My husband did not have an . He 
always controlled himself and nevet) : 
anger to any one. He never struck an. 
Everybody has been kind to us here from the 
first and he coulé not have been aroused over 
any action of the people here. I often have 
been afraid that the gatherings in my hus- 
band’s ears would cause his death or make 
him insane, 

“I do not know“ what c&used Mr. Car- 
michael to go to Carthage. He had no rela- 
tives or friends there. My husband and I had 
a coolness over the time he spent in writing 
trashy novels. I saw a few sheets of it once. 
I felt called to tell him that he should not 
write such things. But he persisted and I 
Was a little cool. And now he is dead!’’ 


Preacher First Believed Victim. 


Browning, who was a,village carpenter and 
sailor, was killed, chopped to pieces, and 
his body burned in the stove of the little 
Methodist church in Rattle Run osme time 
last Tuesday night. The best information 
available indicates that the crime was com- 
mitted between 5 p. m. Tuesday afternoon 
and midnight that night. 

On Wednesday Myron Brown, caretaker of 
the church, who lived nearby, entered the 
building about noon and was horrified to 
find bleody evidences of the murder all over 
its interior. Officers were notified at Port 
Huron. When the heating stove in the front 
end of the church was opened, pieces of the 
body were found, and scattered about were 
a number of the Rev. Mr. Carmichael’s gar- 
ments, all covered with blood. 

At first it was taken for granted that the 
minister had been killed. But one other man 
was missing from the neighborhood. He was 
Gideon Browning. 


Proof, That Browning Was Slain. 

On Thursday the identification as Car- 
michael was challenged and it became gener- 
ally believed that Browning was the victim 
and Carmichael the murderer. On Friday a 
dentist identified two false teeth found im 
the ashes ‘as those of Browning. 

This established in the minds of the author- 
ities that ‘Carmichael was the murderer and 
search for him was redoubled. 

A reward was offered of $500 for his arrest 
and conviction. He was traced into Chi- 
cago and that was the last clew to him until 
he revealed his whereabouts by his suicide in 


Carthage. 


CONFESSION MEETS RIDICULE. 


Port Huron, Mich., Jan. 11.—Local officere 
who have bees working on the Rattle Run 
murder mys:ery ridicule the confession the 
Rev. J. H. Carmichael left in Carthage, Il, 
Under. Sheriff Petit said: 

“That was not intended for a deathbed 
confession. Carmichael wrote that with the 
idea that he would mail Jt to the sheriff and 
then be brought back here to stand trial. 
He then found it get*ing too hot for him 
and committed suicide.”’ 

That portion of the confession saying the 
minister expected to perform a wedding cere- 
mony for Browning is particularly ridiculed. 
It was well known that Browning was «a 
married man separated from his wife. 

The alleged visit of the two men to a hard- 
ware store. where Carmichael said Browning 
compelled him by hypnotism to purchase the 
hatchet. and their visit to the restaurant, 
where the minister says Browning paid the 
bill, cannot be confirmed. No hardware 
dealer in the city and no restaurant man can 
recall any two customers resembling the 
actors in the murder mystery. 


Sees Woman in the Case. 


News of the suicide reached Sheriff Wegen- 
seil at Battle Creek today while he was on 
his way to Carthage. The sheriff expressed 
regret that Carmichael would not be returned 
home alive, and said he was now more con- 
vinced than before that there was a woman 
in the case. | 

In reference to the $500 reward offered by 
the St. Clair county supervisors for the 
capture of Carmichael, Wegenselil sald the 
offer stipulated that the minister must be 
caught and convicted. 


Browning’s Wife Tells Story. 

Auburn, N. Y., Jan. 11.—Mrs. Sarah T. 
Browning, wife of Gideon Browning, talked 
of her life and of her dead husband tonight. 
She said: 

“I married Gideon Browning in West 
Bloomfield, N. Y., Feb. 12, 1894. He was born 
in Richmond, Ontario county. After our 
marriage we lived there for a year and then 
moved to Adair, Mich. We stayed there only 
a short time, from April until October, when 
we moved back to West Bloomfield. Wehad 
ason, Willie. 

“ We stayed at West Bloomfield until three 
years ago, when Gideon began to drink and 
abuse me. He would not work, and compelled 
me to go out washing. Then we moved to 
Canandaigua, where it was the same old 
story. I stood his treatment as long as I 
could, until Sept. 4, 1907, when I left him and 
came to Auburn to live with my aunt. 

“ Gideon was not able to mi me at, first 
but he came here Feb. 10, a year ago, and 
asked me to come back with him. I said: 
‘No, I won't go back. You have another wife 
out therein Michigan. Hesaid that wasa lle 
and kept on denying it. Then he tried to 
scare me and swore he would kill me if I aid 
not come back. I was a little afraid as he 
went away, for when he was mad he acted 
like he was crazy. Soon after he said he was 
going to sell me out.”

Some more picturesque financial transac- 
tions involving large sums and smal! account- 
ings have followed the search of A. Booth 
& Co. creditors for the mysterious connec- 
tion between the parent concern and some 
of its subsidiary companies. 

It was learned yesterday that one of the 
Booth managers whose books now are under 
examination has been violently separated 
from his job by means of court action, iInsti- 
tuted by Receiver William J. Chalmers. Phill 
Chancellor, manager of the Globe Packing 
company of Cleveland, is the manager who 
was ousted by the receiver. 

Chancellor is a brother of the Chicago law- 
yer, Justus Chancellor, who now is being 
asked.for an accounting of something like 
$700,000 of Booth funds, which are credited 
to him and Attorney Thornton, his partner. 


Manager Ousted. 

It was more than a month ago that Re- 
ceiver Chalmers endeavored to secure a 
resignation from Phill Chancellor. None was 
forthcoming, however, and proceedings were 
begun in the state courts in Ohio to compel 
him to relinquish his hold upon the Booth 
Gompany'’sassets. The result was that Chan- 
cellor finally was ousted and J. R. Nutt placed 


in charge. 

At the same time the receiver instituted 
proceedings in the federa) courts against E. 
R. Edson, a former owner of the same com- 
pany, demanding that he place his stock in 
the company where it might be at the dis- 
posal of the creditors. Theresult of this pro- 
ceeding was that $50,000 worth of stock was 
deposited with the federal court in Ohio to be 
held pending later legal proceedings to es- 
tablish its @wnership.

ntinue. The subcommittee of stockholders 
and creditors met during the day and en- 
deavored to reach some conclusion as to the 
actua! value of Booth assets for the purposes 
of settlement. One of the members of the 
committee announced that present indica- 
tions pointed to an agreement. between the 
two committees within a few days. 


Await Agreement. 


Such an agreement now !s all that is neces- 
sary to make the reorganization of the de- 
funct concern possible. Assoon asan 
ment as to the standing of the creditors and 
the stockholders in the new company can be 
reached work on. its reconstruction will be 
begun. The entire afternoon, as far as a 
search for the assets of the company in Chi- 
cago was concerned, was given over to an 
examination of the checks and stubs of 
checks used by Attorneys Thornton & Chan- 
cellor while counsel for A. Booth & Co. Stubs 
not pertaining. to Booth business were pasted 
over with slips of paper. 

It is expected that another session today, in 
which Attorney Jacob Newman will examine 
the remainder of the checks and stubs, will 
give the creditors’ lawyefs sufficient informa- 
tiom to begin another open hearing before 
Master in Chancery Booth. Attorney Chan. 
cellor will be called as a witness once more. 


Finds the Trunks. 


During the day Receiver Chalmers an- 
nounced that he was in possession of the 
two trunks which had been reported as mys- 
teriously missing. The trunks, aaid he, were 
in one of the Booth warehouses, and had 
been culled over so that what formerly had 
been three trunks now were but two.

Eastern Bondholders Remain Subject 
to Mortgage Bardens. 


Washington, D. C., Jan.11—[Special.}—The 
United States Supreme court tocay delivered 
a disappointment to James Hamilton Lewis, 
the Chicago attorney and politician, in the 
shape of a denial of his petition for @ writ 
of certiorari in his sult against the Alton 
Water company of Alton, Ili. 

Associated with Mr. Lewis as petitioners 
in the case were Elijah N. Zoline, Robert B. 
Wason, Orrin Warren, William B. Traek, 
Hartiet N. Houghton, Charles N. Page, 
James Schoulder, and George W. Fairbank, 
all theee being suing bondholders ufder a 
trust deed of the Boston Water and Light 
company to the International Trust com- 


pany. 
‘ The facts of the case, as cited in the brief 
of Messrs. Lewis and Zoline, acting asattor- 
neys for the bondholders, begin with a mort- 
gage executed in 1887 by the Alton Water 
Works company to the Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust company on its water plant and fran- 
chises in the city of Alton, Hl. The mortgage 
contained a provision extefding the same to 
all the existing property and franchises, as 
well as to those it might thereafter acquire. 


New Englanders Acquire Interests. 

In 1898 the New England Water Works 
company bought out the Alton Water Works 
company. The Boston Weter and Light 
company appeared in the village of upper 
Alton in 1888 and was granted exclusive 
privileges. Money was raised by the issue 
of 200 first mortgage bonds in the sum of 
$1,000 each and secured by a deed of trust to 
the International Trust company. The pe- 
titioners named in tne prief recefitly sub- 
mitted to the Supreme court secured $125,- 
000 worth of these bonds. A foreclosure of 
the mortgage formerly assumed by the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust company on the 
property of the Alton Water Works com- 
pany was made to involve the property of 
the Boston Water and Light company on the 
theory that it came within an after acquired 


property clause. 


Petitioners’ Ups and Downa. 


The petitioners brought various suits, but 
were denied Judgment on the ground that 
they had not been the original parties, and for 
the disobedience of one of the court decrees 
which prevented the entering of a suit and 
the disregard of certain foreclosure proceed- 
ings Attorney Lewis, as one of counsel, was 
cited for contempt, and upon being found 
guilty was sentenced to serve a term of sixty 
days in the county jail of Sangamon county, 
Il.

ONLY ONE GAS COMPANY HIT 
BY SUPREME COURT DECISION. 


Consolidated of New York Alone Is 
Bound to 80 Cent Rate by Federal 
Tribunal’s Findings.

New York, Jan. 11—[Special.J—The full 
opinion of the United States Supreme court 
in the 80 cent gas case was filed today at 
Washington by Justice Peckham. It ampli- 
fies, with much important detail, the brief 
heads of the decision made public recently. 

One, point which has been in controversy 
is now alleged to be clear—namely, that the 
decision sustaining the 80 cent rate for gas in 
the City of New York applies only to the Con- 
solidated Gas company and does not bind any 
o2 its subsidiary companies nor any of the 
gas concerns in Brooklyn or other boroughs, 

Corporation Counsel Pendleton and Will- 
jam M. Ivane said tonight that all com- 
panies, except the Consolidated, may con- 
tinue to charge §1 on the plea they cannot 
otherwise earn the 6 per cent profit allowed 
explicitly by the Supreme court to the Con- 
solidated.as a fair return on its securities. 

Other points of great importance are made 
cleaf by the full,text of the Supreme court’s 
opinion. One is that the property of a com- 
pany ig to be valued, in any future sutt over 
rates, at the time of inquiry incident to suit. 

Another is that gas franchises cannot ins 
crease, but decrease in value. Nor can gas 
real estate, the court holds, be valued on any 


oxaguerated basis of enhancement.

HADLEY TAKES MISSOURI REINS. 
Jefferson City, Mo., Jan. 11.—[Special. ]— 
Herbert 8. Hadley took the gubernatorial 
reins today, the first Republican executive 
Missouri has had for nearly four decades. 
He signalizec his inauguration by serving 
notice on the liquor interests, whether in St. 
Louis or the state at large, that the “lid ”’ 
would be kepton. In this he frankly avowed 
indorsement of Gov. Fotk's policies. 

In his inaugural address Gov. Hedley re- 
viewed the administration of his predecessor, 
Called attention to changes in the state gov- 
ernment due to the initiative and referen- 
dum, and continued: 

“Tt has been asserted that home rule 
means nullification of the laws of the state. 
particularly the laws regulating dramishops 
im large cities. Home rule means no such 
thing. The laws for the regulation of the 
dramshop will remain until a majority want 
them changed.”’ 

The governor declared that if police and 
other city departments are turned over to 
municipalities there should be some “ re- 
served power’ by which the state can re- 
sume contro! should necessity arise. 

He gave his auditors to understand that 
the laws regarding Sunday closing of saloons 
would be enforced, and he followed the rec- 
ommendation of Gov. Folk that laws be 
passed prohibiting breweries from holding in- 
terests, direct or indirect, in saloons. 

Statewide prohibition was condemned, and 
the residential rather than ward option 
system recommended. 


IOWA ASSEMBLY IN SESSION. 

Des Moines, Ia., Jan. 11.—[Specia!l.]—The 
Thirty-third general assembly of lowa con- 
yened today. The officers, as determined 
upon by the republican caucus, were elected 
without a hitch and arrangements for the 
inaugural ceremonies were put on foot. Gov. 
Garst was invited to read his biennial mes- 
sage to the joint.session to be held at 2 p.m. 
tomorrow, and the first day’s work was 
ended.

WILL PRESERVE BIG FALIA. 


Chicago Drainage “Canal Flow Also 
Limited by Agreement. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—Secretary of 


of Great Britain tonight signed a treaty for 
the settlement of international differences 
between the United States and Canada. 
This is the agreement which has been 
popularly alluded to @ the “ waterways 


designation implies, as it contemplates a dis- 
position of everything in the nature of dif- 
ferences between the two countries. 

Dependent upon the final ratification of 
the treaty rests the settlement of numerous 
complex questions connected with the water 
boundaries along the northern border. In- 
cluded in these are the regulations of the 
use of the waters of the great iakes, which 
involve the amount of water to. be taken out, 
the navigation of the St. Johns river, and the 
use of the Milk river. 

To some extent the treaty will supersede 
the international waters commission, its du- 
ties being absorbed gradually by the joint 
high commission to be appointed in accord- 
ance with the treaty. 


NEWS PLEASING AT OTTAWA. 
Ottawa, Ont., Jan. 11.—Satisfaction was 
expressed here tonight when it was learned 
that the waterways treaty had been signed 
at Washington. 

One effect of the treaty will be to limit the 
operations of power companies at Niagara 
Falls to those now in existence and-wil!l con- 
fine the amount of water they may divert ta 
56,000 cubic feet per second. This follows 
the recommendations made by the Interna- 
tional commission appointed.in 1905 for the 
preservation of the scenic beauty of the falls. 


Chicago Canal Is Affected. 

The Chicago drainage canal will be allowed 
to take 20,000 cubic feet of water per second. 

American power companies at Niagara 
Falls are limited to 20,000 feet per second, 
which will allow the development of 236,000 
horse power. On the Canadian side, the di- 
version for power purposes is Hmited to 36,000 
cubic feet, which will give 425,000 horse 
»power. 


GOMPERS MAY NOT APPEAL 
UNLESS FUNDS ARE GIVEN. 


He Says Labor Will Not Be Asseseed:to 
Pay the Expenses of the Contempt 
Case. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—President 
Gompers of the American Fed4ration of La- 
bor is in favor of either making an appeal 
to labor and its friends for necessary funds 
to be used in prosetuting an appeal from the 
recent decision of Judge Wright in the con- 
tempt case or of abandoning it altogether. 

“In view of the industrial depression and 
the Mrge number of men unemployed it is 
most improper for us to levy assessments," 
said Mr. Gomperstoday. “‘ Weshould either 
make an appeal to all labor and our friends 
for such contributions as they can make to 
the expense of the legal defense of our case 
or we should authorize the abandonment of 
any attempt at detense and appeal.’”’ 

This decision was made known by Mr. 
Gompers in a report which he read at the 
meeting of the executive council of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor.

WOMAN WHO SAVED HUMANITY 
FROM DEADLY WEAPON DIES. 


‘Mre. Elizabeth Greenough, Who Caurced 
Husband ta Destroy Greek Fire 
~ Formula, Expires. , 


New York, Jan. 11.—[Special.]—The woman 
who once placed the good of humanity above 
hundreds of thousanés of dollars and caused 
to be destroyed the secret of a projectile dead- 
ly in warfare, died in Brooklyn today. She 
was Mrs. Elizabeth P. Greenough, the widow 
of Prof. Benjamin F. Greenough, whose com- 
bustible, that could not be quenched by 
water, wes hurled by federal gunboats into 
the defenses of Charleston in 1863. 

Prof. Greenough stumbled upon the secret 
of the Greek fire, once used for the destruc- 
tion of ancient cities.. He sold enough to the 
government to be uted at the bombardment 
of the confederate city and then at the in- 
stance of his wife withdrew further sup- 
plies. 

He later, urged by his wife, refused to sell 
the secret of his compound to the Russian 
government for a million dollars. He tore up 
the formula for compounding the unquench/ 
able flame and died with his secret hidden.

MENSE. RICHES IN LIST. 


Six of Ten in ‘Million Dollar Club’’ 
Are Women. 


New York, Jan. 11.—{Special.]—The city’s 
tax assessment rollg for 1909, which were 
opened for public inspection today, as the 
charter prescribes, form a mine of ammuni- 
tion for the militant suffragette . 

They reveal the fact that the sex which has 
no vote is called on by the male oppressor in 
the person of the tax assessor to pay more 
than half the money the city expects to col- 
lect on personal taxes, and also is conspic¢cu- 
ous among the wealthy property owners, who 
must pay increased taxeg.on their real estate. 

Six of the ten members of the “‘ million dol- 
iar tax club,” whose members qualify by pay- 
ing taxes on $1,000,000 or more of personal 
property, are women.

FRIENDS SEE NO CRIME. 


Doctors Disagree as to Cause of 
Demise, but Educator Had 
Heart. Trouble.

Des Moines, Ia., Jan. 11.—[Special.}—The 
coroner's jury tonight surrendered the myes- 
tery of the death of Frederick Howard, dean 
of the college of music of Drake university, 
to public speculation. 

open verdict delivered to Coroner 
Iverg Newlen stated that Dean Howard had 
heart disease, but cited the diametrically op- 
posing opinions of medical witnesses as a 
reason for inability to determine whether 
the death was caused by angina pectoris, 


apoplexy, or morphine. 
As a result there are almost as many 
theories as there were witnesses at the in- 


quest. Dr. H. J. Hoeve, professor of anat- 
omy in the medical department in Drake uni- 


versity, is on record in a flat declaration that 
Dean Howard died from asphyxia, caused by 
the administration of some narcotic. Drs. 
D. C. Bice and H. G.'Welpton. friends and 


professional attendants of the dean of many 


years’ standing, are equally insistent in 
saying that heyond all reasonable doubt, 
heart trouble caused death. Drs. EliGrimes 
and A. 8. Begg of a special medical com- 
mission appointed by President Hill M. Bell 
of the university are of the opinion that the 
disease may have been the cause, but afe un- 
willing to commit themselves definitely. 


One Hope Quickly Dissipated. 
Hope of solving the mystery, born of a 


story to the effect that President Bell has 


secret papers of Dean Howard which might 
throw light.on the case, has been dissipated 
by the declaration of Dean A, M. Haggard 


}] of the divinity school, acting head of the 


university in the absence of President Bell, 
who is attending the Carnegie Foundation 
fund meeting in New York, that the président 
has laid all the evidence he has before the 
coroner’s jury. 

The coroner says the autopsy and inquest 


never would have been held had not Presi- 


dent Bell insisted. so that the relatives of 
Dean Howard in Massachusetts might be 
satisfied that everything possible was done 
to clear up doubt as to the cause of his death. 


Doctor Tells of Dean’s Illness. 

Preceding the return of the verdict, the 
statement of Dr. Bice, who administered in- 
jections of morphine and apomorphine 
Thanksgiving eve to Dean Howard, who 
was found dead in bed on Thanksgiving day, 
was made public for the first time. Dr, Bice 
said apparently certain elements in the town 
had combined to prevent his side of the case 
from coming before the public. In hisetate- 
mem Dr. Bice, who wae a close friend of 
Dean Howard, said: 

“Dean Howard had an attack of acute in- 
digestion on Oct. 27, for which I was called 
and from which he was indisposed for several 
days. The night before Thanksgiving, be- 
tween 7 and 8 o'clock, I got a phone message 
to come and see him. I think it was Mrs. 
Brooks, his landlady. whocalled. . 

**I found him in great pain. He had eaten 
a hearty dinner which. wes given in his honor. 
The pain was located principally in his chest, 
arms, and stomach. He spoke of his arms 
being numb. I believed overeating had 
brought on the attack, as he was sick at the 
stomach. 

“I gave a hypo of about one-tenth grain 
of apomorphine hydrochlorate, which made 
him throw yp in five or six minutes. ‘After 
waiting some time and obtaining no relief by 
the action of the emetic I made an examine-' 
tion of the heart by a stethoscope and discov- 
ing no depressed,heart action gave him a hypo 
of one-fourth grain of morphine and one-hun- 
dred fiftieth grain of atrophine. He was 
slightly relieved by this, but still complained 
of great pain. 

Promised Not to Eat So Much. 

“ About thirty minutes passed between the 
first and second injections, the pain still being 
so intense that the last™dose was repeated. 

“ At the time we nad an extended conver- 
sation regarding the avoidance of all ban- 
quets and overeating, and the necessity of 
more reguler habits, all of which he promised 
t6 abide by. Then he asked me to lower the 
light in the room saying he felt a little easier, 
though not entirely free from pain, but 
thought he could get some rest. 

“There was no stupor or indication of nar- 
cotic poisoning. Feeling assured the proper 
provision had been made for his attention and 
that he would get some sleep, I left him.” 


Sufferer from Angina Pectcris, 

Dr. Welpton said he had treated Dean How- 
ard for six years for angina pectoris and that 
a year ago last summer the dean was going 
to Europe with him, but put in his vacation 
at a sanitarium instead. The dean also had 
ehronic rheumatism and suffered much from 
his stomach. 

Dr. Grimes refused to coincide in the opin- 
ion of Dr. Hoeve that narcotic poisoning 
caused death. He said the appearances on 
which Dr. Hoeve based his opinion likely 
were caused by the withdrawal of the fluids 
of the body by the undertaker, preceding the 
embalming with formaldehyde. The autopsy 
was not performed until after the embalming. 


Faculty Thinks Death Natural. 

“We ofthe faculty are satisfied there was 
nothing irregular about Dean Howard's 
death,’’ said Dean Haggard tonight. “If it 
did oceur from morphine it was because his 
organs were so weakened that a dose which 
would not have harmed a child might have 
been fatal to him, without the attending 
physician being able to suspect the critical 
condition the man was in. 

“We have every confidence that Dr. Bice 
did all a physician could do for him. The 
autopsy was ordered as a duty to the rela- 
tives.’’

The Quadruple execution seemed to calm 
the demands and satisfy the sentiment, not 
only of the people of northern France and 


southern Belgium. where the crimes were 


committed, but also the population at large, 
which had been clamoring for the readoption 
of the famous decapitatinig machine to put 
an end to a series of atrocious crimes. 


Convicted of Seven Murders. 

The individuals removed from sociey to- | 
day were Auguste Pollet, Abe) Pollet, Theo- 
phile Deroo, and Veromant Canut, convicted 
of seven murders, @ dozen attempted mur- 
ders, and a score of night attacks and rob- 
beries. They were especially brutal in the 
treatment of their victima. . 

This fact was the cause of a particularly 
strong clamor for capital punishment and 
a demand that President Fallieres withhold 
his pardoning power. | 

The guillotine, in the hand of Chief Execu- 
tioner Diebier and his aids. worked without 
a hitch. It waserected on an open space near 
the prison, all details being accomplished 
during the night. The soldiers and police 
were strict in maintaining order. 

Deroo was the first to be led from the prison. 


He had to be helped along by attendants. 


He was rapidly placed on the plank and his 
head inserted in the loophole. Down came 
the big knife. The crowd yelled and said: , 
“ That's one!” er 

Next came Canut, who rebelled against the 
operation. It was necessary to put him in 
place by force. His case lasted fifteen sec- 
onds. Then the people howled again with 
delight, keeping count. as if there might be 
fifty others, as in revolutionary days. 

Number three was Auguste Pollet. He came 
forward with a firm step, which weakened 
when he caught sight of the guillotine. Ina 
moment his head joined the other two in the 
receptacie under the knife. The body rolled 
into the big basket with those of his sinister 
colleagues. 

Chief Fights to the End. 

The fourth and last was Abel Pollet. Asif 
the honors of the climax were reserved for 
him the chief of the band.was game to the 
jast. When within a few feet of the machine 
the prison chaplain approached to give bene- 
diction. Pollet repulsed him. Pollet defied 
every body and even fought for his life. 

It was necessary to hold his body secure, 
as he resisted to the last. 

Click! went the knife. The morning’s 
work was done. The little city of Bethune 
never saw a more popular festival. People 
came from many miles around. Thousands 
remained up all night. « 

The executioner, when he arrived from 
Paris with the famous machine popularly 
known as the “ Widow Deibler,’’-was surely 
the most talked of man in France—one might 
almost say the most popular. He returns at 
once to Paris with the guillotine to await 
orders for executions.

Cease After 10 P. M. So Hotel

BERLIN, Jan. 11.—The Supreme court at 
Leipsic has given a decision in favor of the 
appellant, who sued to have a public clock 
silenced at night time. litigant is a 
hotelkeeper at Bisenach. 

He brought action against the authorities 
of the cathedral there, claiming the noise of 
the chiming clock in the belfry disturbed 
his guests’ sleep and damaged his business. 

Two courts rejected his plea. but their deci- 
sions now are revereed by the highest court in 
the empire, which ruled that the clock must 
cease striking at 10 o’clock at night. 

The decision likely will be made @ precedent 
by the German Anti+Noise society and. oth- 
ers to procure similar silence in many places.

Raymond Says Tillman’s Re- 
ply to President Aroused 
Pity of Colleagues. 


ABUSE HIS ONLY DEFENSE 
Senator Does Not Try to Deny 


Charges He Brought Upon 
Own Head. 


(Continaed from Sret page.) 


to have brought it upon himself. Even in 
bis speech today he denounced Reeder & 
Watkins of Marshfield, Ore., as swindlers 
because they demanded a fee of $21 on 
every quarter section of Oregon land located 
by them. Yet in his letter of Oct. 20 Mr. 
Tillman wrote that he had instructed Lee 
to draw upon him “for money needed to 
make the payment of $21 on each applica- 
tion,” showing he waa fully informed as to 
the transaction at that early date and that 
he was willing not only to pay that amount 
but to sign a contract agreeing to pay $100 
more when the Southern Oregon company 
was forced to convey the land to different 
applicants. 

As hes been previously explained, the 
secret service had nothing to do with this 
case. Last February, four days after he 
had written to the Oregon real estate firm 
asking them to “hold in reserve eight of 
the best quarter sections of which you have 
definite information, and I will in tne mean- 
while press the investigation and other work 
here which will facilitate the final purchase 
and in effect obviate the necessity of your 
making any case in the courts at all,” Mr. 
Tillman rose in the senate and denounced 
@ young man by the name of Dorr, who had 
business connections with this firm, and who 
had unwisely used Tillman's name as the 
purchaser. 

At the same timte Mr. Tillman called upon 
the postoffice department to issue a fraud 
order against Dorr, directing the postmaster 
at Portland, Ore., to withhold mail from him. 


Postal Officials Do Work. 
Following the usuel custom, two postoffice 


‘“Ipspectors, in the regular course of their 


business, were put to work on the case, 
the object being to punish Dorr, if possible, 
for having used the mails to further a 
swindling operation. It was found that the 
land transaction itself was entirely open and 
aboveboard. They did no sleuthing what- 
ever. 

Reeder & Watkins, to protect themselves 
and Dorr, allowed the postoffice inspectors to 
see letters and telegrams from Senator Till- 
man and the agent he had named, William 
KE. Lee, whom the senator today attacked as 
“having gone beyond his authority.” The 
inepectors made certified copies of these let- 
ters, all but one of which were in the hand- 
writing of the senator himeelf. 

later on photographs were made of this 
evidence. As a result of the investigation 
by the postoffice inspectors they recommené- 
ed, as they were in duty bound to do, the re- 
scinding of the fraud order against Dorr. 


President Took No Part. 

At no stage of these proceedings did Pres- 
ident Roosevelt instigate the investigationin 
the remotest way. The report of the inspec- 
tors was not made until the end of lest July. 
at which time President Roosevelt wes in 


Oyster Bay and the campaign was in full 
blast throughout the country. 

As late as Nov. 22 Bryan R. Dorr, the per- 
gon who was deounced as a swindler by Sen- 
ator Tillman in the senate last February, 
found it necessary to write to the postmester 
general a letter in whiclPhe said frankly that 
after finding Senator Tillman was interested 
himself in the Oregon timber lané he scat- 
tered the information broadcast in «4 series 
of circulars, endeavoring +o, persuade others 
to epply for land on the some tegms as Sen- 
ator Tillman hed done, and he says that it 
“was Tillman’s name which induced Dorr 
himeelf to take an interest im the matter, 
eo that he acted entirely in good faith when, 
he advised his cHents to purchase. 


Dorr Cleared of Fault. 

In this letter, written at the end of last 
November, Mr. Dorr says he has been in- 
formed that the postoffice inspector found he 
was clearly innocent of any attempt to de- 
fraud any one, that Senator Tillman had in- 
terested himself in the Coos Bay land, and 
that the only way Dorr could obtain repare- 
tion wes by publishing the fects In full. 

It was thie latter letter which precipitated 
the final investigation of the case and the 
eubmission of papers tothe senate committee 
on appropriations. These papers were not in 
the hande of the president since last July 
and they have been recently put together in 
their present shape, as the correspondence 
clearly shows. 

It ie equally evident that if Senator Till- 
man had not sought the assistance of the 
postoffice department the case would never 
have been heard of, and, furthermore, if the 
senate had not asked for a complete report 
from every department of the operations of 
all the confidential agents, the report would 
not have gone to the committee on appropria- 
tions at all. 


Reply Denies No 


As the matter stands, it appears that Sen- 
ator Tillman has made absolutely no ade- 
quate denia) to the serious charges presented 
by President Roosevelt. Brushing aside 
his villification of the president, which re- 
sembies for all the world the attacks usually 
made by the defendant in court of the prose- 
cuting attorney or policeman who made the 
arrest, it appears that Senator Tillman ad- 
mits that the correspondence is authentic 
and in answer thereto he submits not one 
word of adequate explanation or of docu- 
mentary evidence. 

The facts are, therefore, that Mr. Tillman 
applied to an Oregon rea! estate firm to re- 
serve for him certain quarter sections of land, 
the title to which could be perfected only by a 
suit successfully brought by the United 
States govermment. He designated as his 
agent one William E. Lee and promised to 
pay, through him, the fees for making the 
applications and also promised to sign a con- 
tract for a contingent fee to be paid in case 
the title was perfected in favor of him and 
those he designated as his “ entrymen.’’ 
Subsequently Mr. Lee, his accredited agent, 
wrote to the same firm stating that the sen- 
ator could be of service to them in the trans- 
action. 

After this letter of Lee’s, Senator Tillman 
himeelf introduced a resolution directing the 
attorney general to bring suit to recover for 
the United States the title to these lands. the 
effect of which would have been to perfect 

_the title in case of all applicants who had 
been secured by the Oregon real estate firm: 
This apparently conetitutes an attempt by 
Mr. Tillman to use his official position to se- 
cure legislation and action by the government 
which would benefit his own interests aS they 
at that time existed, he having requested that 
quarter sections be “ reserved for him.” 


Denies Work for Himself. 
He made the same request two weeks after 
the resolution was introduced, of the same 
le whom today he denounced as swind- 
lers because they exacted a fee of §21 for 
filing an application for 160 acres of land,

WIELDS PITCHFORK GENTLY. 

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.} 
‘ Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—Senator Till- 
man, in answering the president's strictures 
in regard to the Oregon land transactions, 
read closely from his prepared » & 
custom infrequent with the South Caro- 
lintan. He made few extemporaneous re- 
marks. 

Referring to the lack of bitter attacks on 
the president, which were expected by some, 
Mr. Tillman said: 

“It has been expected and desired I should 
turn my batteries on my assailant. I do not 
feel my strength sufficient for the double 
task, for my physiciane have warned me 
against overtaxing myself. One of the truest 
and best sentiments in English literature 
is this from Tennyson: 

“*Solting another never will make one’s 
‘self clean.’ 

* Later on in this session it is my purpose to 
devote some time to bringing Theodore 
Roosevelt face to face with his true self and 
let the people of the United States see what 
character of mam they have beem so bowed 
down to. For the present I content myeelf 
with applying to him this quotation from 
Spenser's ‘‘ Faerie Queene”’; 

“<He ranges throughout the whole wortd, 
neither is there any that can restrain him. 
Of late he has grown especially présumptuous 
and pestilent, barking at and biting all alike 
whether they be blameworthy or iInmocent. 
None are free from his attacks. He spares 
neither the learned wit nor the gentile poet, 
but rends and tears without regard of per- 
son, reason, or time.’ ”’ 

Applause as Tillman Rises. 

Mr. Tillman was given applause from all 
parts of the senate when he arose and 
plunged into his speech. 

Mr. Tillman arose to a question of persona! 
privilege, declaring that for the first time 
in the history of this government, so far as 
he had been able to learn, a member of the 
genate had been brought to the bar of pub- 
lic opinion before the senate itself to be 
judged by no less a pereon than the president 
of the United States. The manner of doing 
it, he said, and the animus and Zea! displayed 
by the chief executive were worthy of con- 

ion. 

Mr. Tillman called attention to the publica- 
tion of these charges by the president before 
they had been considered by the committee 
of the senate to which they were referred, 
and declared that in so doing the president 
had treated the senate with “ that contempt 
which has been his wom."" He declared that 
the president was an adept at advertising 
and had used the press with more skill than 
any man in American politics. 

“Another probable reason for his great 
haste,’ said the South Carolina senator, 
“was that he sought to distract attention 
from the action of the house of representa- 
tives om Friday in laying part of his mes- 
sage on the table by the sensationa! accuse- 
tion against a man who hes had long service 
in the senate.” 


Quotes Charges of President. 

“An examination of the president's letter 
to Mr. Hale, which might just as well have 
been @ special message ofthe type with which 
we are so familiar,”’ said Mr. Tillman, “ will 
show that the president's charges, hpiled 
down, amount to two in number. 

“ First, he promotes me to membership in 
the Ananias club, and charges in effect that 
I have deliberately lied to the senate. 

“Second, he charges that I have exerted 
my official influence and work as a senator 
for my persona! benefit alone to secure the 
passage of a resolution and to press the de- 
partment of justice to bring sutt against the 
corporation which holds so much of the pub- 
lic domain in the west, and will not eel! it to 
se under the terms of their grants 
from the government. 

“ He has prepared his indictment with con- 
summate ability and skill. He is even cun- 
ning in the apparently innocent pretenee that 
in making a search through the secret service 
for one kind of malefactor he has run down 
another, and the case of that one, of such 
serious importance that his sense of official 
obligation compelled him to prompt action. 
Mark you, he hae been in the possession of all 
the facts in this case since July last; and men 
will be curious to know why, if his zeal was 
honest, he did not make them known then.”’ 


Persona} Malice Held Cauzge. 

Quoting from the president’s message to 
the house on Jan. 4, in which he said he had 

no charges of corruption against Congress, 
nor against any member of the present 
house, Mr. Tillman said: 

“It follows that he found no grounds for 
indicting me in the courts, which, no doubt, 
would have rejoiced him over much, and al! 
this fuss, fury, and fustian about the serious- 
ness of the case and the grevity of the offense 
with which he charges me can be attributed 
to personal malice alone.”’ 

Referring to the president’s letter to Sen- 
ator Hale, Mr. Tillman declared that the 
president recognized the extraordinary 
character of his action, “ as well as the un- 
lawful use he has made of the secret service.”’ 
Mr. Tillman said he did not deny the authen- 
ticity of the letter or the telegram of which 
photographs were made, and he presumed 
the letter from William E. Lee was also a 
correct copy, hut he was not aware of its 
existence until it was brought to hie atten- 
tion by the president's statement, and added 
that he was not in any way responsible for 
Mr. Lee’s ideas expressed in it. 

Taking up the president’s statement con- 
cerning Dorr, a land agent making his filings 
through Reeder & Watkins of Marsh- 
field, Ore., Mr. Tillman says: 

“ It will be noted that I accused Dorr in the 
senate of being a swindler, and asked the 
postoffice department to issue a fraud order 
against him. Dorr declared in his circular: 
‘So sure is Senator Tillman of our success 
that he has subscribed and paid the neces- 
sary fees for a quarter section for himself, 
and ten other sections for ten of his nearest 
relatives.’ It was this bold and outrageous 
falsehood mainly that caused me to denounce 
Dorr as a swindler, as well as to declare in 
the senate that he had no warrant for the as- 
sertion. 


Tillman, Not Dorr, Hunted. 
“The sleuthe which the president put 
upon my trail have made their report, and 
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of the letters of a United States senator and 
trying to convict him of lying if the orders 
did not come from a high source. 

“ Let us suppose for a moment that I was 
guilty of a falsehood in declaring that I 
had not undertaken to purchase any lJand. 


| What did that have to do with Dorr’s trans- 


parent and open use of the mails to induce 


is an absolute falsehood, and the postoffice 
inspectors, while they searched the records 
for entries at Coquillt, noted that Reeder 
& Watkins had filed severab hindred appli- 
cations, but nowhere mentioned that any 
had been filed in my name or for me. 

“Therefore the falsehood is proven on 
Dorr, and yet the president declared the 
assault which Senator Tillman made on Mr. 
Dorr was, according to the report of the In- 
spector, a wanton assault made to cover up 
Senator Tillman’s own transactions. 

“No such statement was made by the In- 
spector. In fact, so earnestly intent on 
convicting Senator Tillman is the president 
he actually commits himself to this propost- 
tion—to wit: Tillman voluntarily, and without 
any compulsion from any source, and with 
nothing to conceal, brought up a matter In 
the senate which he need not have done to 
cover up transactione which were absolutely 
unknown to any one except himself and his 
correspondents, Reeder & Watkins, and were 
entirely honorable and clean. 


Gives Lie to President. 


“Now about the lying. My letter of Feb. 
15, of which the president has secured a 
photographic copy, antedated by four days 
my statement in the senate I had not bought 
any land or undertaken to buy any, and the 
president considers this positive proof of 
falsehood. I did not say I had not consid- 
ered the purchase of land; I did not say I had 
not contemplated the purchase of land—be- 
cause I had done both. 

‘I was perhaps disingenuous, but a mo- 
ment’s thought will convince any honest 
minded men that as I had not signed any pa- 
pers, had not paid any money, had taken 
nobody’s receipt, the usual processes by 
which one undertakes to buy land, I was 
speaking accurately and not falsely. 

“ Everything hinges on the meaning of the 
word ‘undertaken,’ and my use of it. Did” 
I mean to conceal the fact I was anxious 
to buy some of the land? Notatall. DidI 
mean to attack Dorr as a swindler when I 
myself was engaged in a dishonest and dis- 
honorable transaction? That is what the 
president would have people believe. 

“ Just what law did I break? What wrong 
did I do or contemplate? According to the 
report of the attorney general in answer to 
the resolution which I introduced and which 
passed the senate, Harriman, the president's 
dear friend, still holds in defiance of law up- 
wards of 2,000,000 acres of the best lands 
of Oregon and California and refuses to sell 
them at any price. I never expected and 
could not, under the terms of the law as I 
construed it, get more than seven quarter 
sections for myself and family, one for my 
private secretary, and one for Mr. Lee, mak- 
ing nine In al. 

**If Harrtman ané4 others like him are made 
to disgorge by reason of these suits, shall 
the fact that I was endeavoring to buy a lit- 
tle pittance of the land be used as the basis 
of a charge of being eae Uar and a corrupt 
senator to be disgraced ?”’

Senator Tillman then told how his atten- 
tion had been brought to this land while at 
Spokane, Wash., in October, 1907. He wrote 
to Reeder & Watkins asking for informa- 
tiem and telling them '‘of his desire to pur- 
chase some of the land if possible. Desiring 
to find out if the conditions of the grant to 
the state.of Oregon made it possible for 
ee purchased * and not “ actual settlers” to 
buy at $2.50 per acre he wired to the librarian 
of the senate for a copy of the act. 

After returning to Washington, D. C., in 
December he let the matter drop, he-fe- 
lieving it to be a “ doubtful proposition ” 
until Mr. Lee showed him a letter from 
Reeder & Watkins, which Mr. Tillman 
said had been stolen from the desk in his 
committee room along with other papers In 
this cage and declared that the theft was 
probably by some of the secret service 
sleuths. 

“When Reeder & Watkins,”’ he said, “ in- 
dicated their desire that I should exert my 
influence in the senate I wrote the letter 
of Feb. 15, of which the president obtained a 
photographic copy. In the meantime, be- 
fore that letter was written, and after a 
conference with the attorney general, I 
introduced the two resolutions of Jan. 31, 
one calling on the attorney general for in- 
formation, and the other, which became a

** We must recognize today that those com- 
binations may be hurtful, and it must fall to 
our profession, through arguments in court 
and by the judges themeelves, and by the 
arguments of lawyers in legislatures, to lay 
down the line of limitation which shal) in- 
terfere as little as possible with individualism 
and freedom of property on the one hand, 
ané shall stay the progrese toward injurious 
combination and injurious monopoly on the 
other. 

“ That I believe to be a lawyer's question. 
That I believe to he the problem that must 
be worked out, not through denunciation, 
not through mere rhetoric and eloquence, but 
by the careful consideration of the operation 
of the limitation as it shall be stated in « 
statute and interpreted by a court.”

Waehington; D. C., Jan. 11. —Analysis of the 
returns of the recent presidential election dis- 
cloges that one county of the United 
Zapata county, Texas—cast its vote unani- 
mously for the Republican presidential elect- 
ors. 

This was stated recently to Franklin K. 
Lane, one of the interstate commerce com- 
missioners, and he took occasion to investi- 
gate the matter. In substantiation of the 
statement he is In receipt of a certificate of 
W. R. Davie, secretary of stete of Texas.

This problem of the boy and girl en- 
tering their teens is one of the chief 
problems the great city has to meet. It 
is a critical period of the child's life, as 
our study’ of adoleseetice has established. 
Unhappily, the economic necessity of 
breadwinning is paramount to thé need 
for schooling. So two-thirds of the pupils 
leave before the end of the grammar course. 
These young people enter upon life nec 
essarily without adequate preparation, 
and, what is more, at the very time when 
they are most likely to be subjected to 
temptations and least likely to know how 
to woderstand them or cope with them. 

The continuation school is founded on 
these considerations. Its purpose is not 
meéfely to eke out a few more years of 
instruction for the young who must Work, 
but it has also the very important social 
purpose of supplying proper influences 
during the critical period of a youth's 
growth. .

If 
the kaiser has until now maintained the dig- 
nity of his lofty office with a degree of splen- 
dor unprecedented in the annals of Prussian 
royalty, it was because he believed that by 
spending’ instead of hoarding his money he 
was benefiting his people in promoting trade 
and empféyment of labor. He also felt that 
by transforming the court of Berlin into the 
most brilliant and festive of all Europe he 
was attracting wealth to his metropolis, and 
consequently increasing its prosperity. That 
he has been correct in his belief in this re- 
spect is best shown by the altogether phe- 
nomenal growth in the size, importance, and 
prosperity of Berlin since his accession 
the throne. . 

Now, however, that his people, or rather 
that élement thereof which finds the ex- 
pression of its opinion in the press, takes ex- 
ception te the manner in which he disburses 
his funds and condemns his liberality and 
geherosity as extravagance, he reverts to 
the simple life, which he and the immediate 
members of his family prefer; and, finding 
himeelf misunderstogd and his most gener- 
ous intentioné misconstrued, he has deter- 
mined, fom a time at any rate, to refrain 
from epending his money for people who do 
not appreciate what has been done for them. 
If Berlin's trade and wealth suffer it wil) 
shave tio one to thank but its press.

Princess Fuerstenbderg, whose husband is 
not only the most intimate friend of the 
kaiser, but algo the grand master and prin- 
cipal dignitary of his court, is an Austrian, 
as is also another leader of Berlin society, 
the popular wife of Prince Victor Hohenlohe, 
Guke of Ratibor Princess Donnersmarck, 
whose husband is a multimillionaire and 
great mining magnate, is a Russian by birth, 
the divorced wife of that Nieholas Moura- 
vief! who died under such peculiar circum- 
stances as Muscovite ambassador at Rome 
three weeks ago. 

The beautiful apd wealthy Princess 
“Daisy” of Pless is, an Englishwoman, 
daughter of Mrs. Cornwallis West, sister of 
the duchess of Westminster. Princess 
Max of Thurn and Taxis, the duchess 
of Trachenbetg, Princess Alfred Hats- 
feldt, Countess Char Gortz, Princess 
Wied, are all of them non-Prussians, while 
Countess John Sierstorpff hails from Brook- 
lyn, N. Y¥., where she was known before her 
mafriagé a8 Miss Mary Knowlton. 

Of course, there is & certain amount of re- 
séntment among the great women of Prus- 
sian birth, owing to the manner in which 
their places as leaders of Berlin society have 
been in this fashion usurped by their foreign 
born sisters, and it je a question whether. this 
sentiment has not contributed to the news- 
paper campaign against excessive luxury, 
which bids fair to deprive the court of the 
kaiser of much of its splendor and brillianey 
and to restore to Berlin its former preém- 
inence as the dullest and dreariest capital of 
all Europe.

WASHINGTON, D. C. JAILS BAD: 
COMMISSION FLAYS CONGRESS 


Parole and Probation Systems and En- 


couragement to Do. Better Urged for 
Prisoners in Report. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 11.—Sweeping re- 
forms affecting the criminal Classes in the 
District of Columbia are recommended in a 
report transmitted to congress by Presiient 
Roosevelt today, which was made -by: the | 
commission. appointed under the act of con- 
gress May 26, to investigate the subject. 

The commission is unsparing in its con- 
demnation of the conditions in the federal 
jail, the district workhouse, and other penal 
and correctional institutione in this city. 
The overcrowding of the jail and the work- 
house is scored. In one inetitution, it is 
stated, 100 out Of 600 inmates are maintained 
in absolute idleness and with ho opportunity 
to exercise. In most cases two or three are 
confined in a single cell not large enough for 
one, and their meals are passed through the 
bars in tin cané. 

Congress is excoriated for its fa@ure td pro- 
vide an adequate jail with a yard sufficient 
for proper exercise. The commission speaks 
of the conditions in the d¢ity generally and 
urges upon congress the making of the capital 
city “‘a pattern for all the elties of the land 
by putting forth thelr undoubted and ex- 
clusive legislative power im the creation of 
pure and wholesomé conéitions, the removal 
of foul and vice breeding houses and alleys, 
the substitution of decent habitations, the 
laying out of packs for the poor in sections 
where they heave their miserable dwellings, 
and the remodeling of our civic institutions, 
penal and correctional, to meet the demands 
of publie consdience and the spirit of the 
age.” ¢ 
The commission recommends the establish- 
ment of a parole system as well as a system 
of probation after conviction and before sen- 
tence is passed. In regard to the treatment of 
prisoners, it believes they should be given 
every encouragement by which to prove 
themselves worthy. The {literate should be 
given inetruction and those capable of mas- 
tering a useful trade should be employed to 


that end. as

New York, Jan. 11.—[Special.]—Testifying 
today as a witness for the government in its 
suit to have the Harrifman combination of 
railroads declared illegal, Jacob Schiff, head 
of Kuhn, Loeb es said $30,000,000 of Atch- 
ison stock purchased by Mr. Harriman and 
his friends in 1 1906 repreeented a person- 
al investment on the part of Harriman, Will- 
lam Rockefeller, H. H. Rogers, and James 
Stillman. 

The witness was firm that, whatever rea- 
sons Harriman and the others may have had, 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. bought the stock because 
it was cheap and not that the two roads 
** might deal more frankly with each other,” 
the reason given by Mr. Harriman.

Schiff was not asked any questions that 

Mr. Kahn refused to anewer at that time. 


Wanted Burlington Kept Apart. 

It appeared from questions put. to 
Mr. Schiff concerming the ald strug- 
gle over the control of the Burling- 
ton that the purpose of the government at- 
torneys was to show that the failure of the 
Northern Securities plan had something to 
Go with the subsequent purchase of the 
Atchison stock to remove competition in that 
quarter. 

Mr. Schiff told of talks Mr. Harriman and 
he had had with Mr. Hill over the Burling- 
ton and said Harriman wanted the Bur- 
lington to remain independent. 

T -plaining the purchase of Northern Pa- 
cl... stock by his firm, which stock later was 
turned over to the Union Pacific, Mr. Schiff 
said it was bought to maintain the status 
quo so far as the Burlington was concerned. 

“The Union Pacific,” he said, “had no 
desire to contro! the Northern Pacific, but it 
got control so it could take care of this Bur- 
lingtom deal. The Unton Pacific felt that 
while it had sharp rivairy with the Burling- 
ton it could get along with it, but might not 
be able to with other interests in control of 
thet road.” 

Mr. Schiff objected to having Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co. called the “ fiscal agents *’ of the Union 
Pacific, just as Mr. Kahn did. 

“Isn't it a fact that when the Union Pa- 
cific buys or sells securities it does sco through 
your house?” asked Mr. Severance of the 
government's counsel. 

“ Well, they give us the first opportunity 
end we accept it,” was the way Mr. Schiff 
put it, and there was some laughter in the 
courtroom. 

Were Entitled to Directors. 

Mr. Schiff had a dim recollection. appar- 
ently, of his conferences with. Victor Mor- 
awetz, chairman of the Atchison board, and 
with President Ripley of that road, at which 
the subject of the representation on the 
Atchison board was brought up. 

“T think, if I was not presemt at those 
meetings, Mr. Harriman repeated them to 
me,” he said, referring to the demands made. 

“ What did you gentiemen desire?” Mr. 
Severance asked. 

“We had been buying a large amount of 
stock, and under the law were entitled to 
cumulative voting for two directora, and we 
asked for them.”’
